One of the biggest conventions in years has been gained for 
Brainerd, to meet here some time in October, 1931, the Minnesota 
Congress of Parents and Teachers. This is a branch of the .Na­ 
tional Congress of Parents and Teachers and on Thursday con­ 
cluded its three days session in Minneapolis. The convention 
theme was “Forward for Child Welfare.” 
Enumerating just a few of the speakers on the* program one 
gains an insight of the prominent persons taking part in the de­ 
liberations : 
Mrs. Louis T. deValliere, fourth vice president of the Na­ 
tional Congress of Parents and Teachers, formerly president of 
the New Jersey Congress. 
Dr. Willis A. Sutton, president of the National Education 
Association, superintendent of Public Schools of Atlanta, Georgia. 
Dr. Sutton writes for many of the leading magazines. 
Dean W. C. Coffey, College of Agriculture, University of 
Minnesota, Chairman, Spiritual Training, M. C. of P. and T. 
Dr. J. M. Artman, general secretary of religious education 
of the United States and Canada. 
Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor of llygeia and author of “ Medi­ 
cal Follies,” “New Medical Follies,” “An Hour of Health” and 
editor of Journal of American Medical Association. 
Dr. E. A. Meyerding, executive secretary of the Minnesota 
Public Health Association, formerly head of Division of Health in 
St. Paul Public Schools. 
The convention numl>er, November, 1930, of the “.Minnesota 
Parent Teacher,” official publication of the Minnesota Congress 
of Parents and Teachers was a gala edition of 21 pages and was 
given wide circulation. Flanking a section of the program was 
the column advertisement of the seven Parent Teachers Associa­ 
tions of Brainerd carrying the invitation to hold the 1931 conven­ 
tion in Brainerd. 
The programs are largely educational in their nature. Dele­ 
gates and friends in attendance are earnest minded men and 
wom^rt, devoted to the cause they represent, and anxious to per­ 
fect themselves in achieving the sense of their slogan, “The Wel­ 
fare of the Child.” 
The attendance has been mounting to higher figures and tin 
work of the Parent Teachers Association has been spreading un­ 
til in Minnesota alone there are over 35,000 members. It is be­ 
lieved that because of the central location at Brainerd, the 1981 
convention will bring the largest attendance in the history of tin 
association. 
As a result of the decision of the association to come to 
Brainerd, work will be carried on immediately assembling data, 
naming committees and making all possible preparations and ar 
rangements for the convention. Brainerd, because of the* prom­ 
inence accorded, will be given an immense amount of publicity 
during these arrangements and while the convention is being beld 
To give one an idea of local committees named, this year’s 
program at Minneapolis records these committees: General Chair­ 
man, First Vice Chairman, Second Vice Chairman, Exhibits, In 
formation, Publicity, Program, Luncheon and Council Dinner 
Banquet, Registrations, Motor Corps, Hotel and Housing, Meet­ 
ing Places, Transportation, Headquarters, Reception. In addi­ 
tion the official magazine will carry information every issue. 
In her greeting to the Minneapolis convention, Mrs. Austin 
Mendenhall, now Past President of the Minnesota Congress o 
Parents and Teachers, said: “We stand together at the threshoh 
of a new year looking into a future never more bright with 
promise. Behind us is rich experience. Ahead, tin* goal. Across 
the threshold into our ever-widening field of opportunity wit 
pass a united, purposeful band of workers. Old members, faith 
ful and tried, who have la ir e d long and courageously . . . new 
members, interested and enthusiastic, who will carry on the work 
begun. Both are needed . . . tin* old to counsel and steady thi' 
ranks; the new to invigorate and energize. 
“A new administration will cross with the membership. Of­ 
ficers selected because of character, ability and service. True to 
tradition, the membership of the Minnesota Congress will lie 
loyal and true to the new administration, supporting it because 
principle, not personality, will lead. Best wishes to new mem­ 
bers, to new officers! Before you lies a service to humanity which 
will bless you, as well as those you seek to bless. 
“To the faithful members and officers who have helped with 
steadfast purpose for the past four years, my unspeakable grati­ 
tude. For the privilege of service in an organization of high ideals 
and worthy objectives; for the opportunity to work side by side 
with those interested in bringing to little children health, hap­ 
piness and a fair chance, I thank you. This experience has brought 
to me greater respect for the thoughts and ability of all our mem­ 
bers, deeper appreciation of their motives and efforts, a larger 
understanding of living, learning and loving. God bless and keep 
the Minnesota Congress.” 
The Dispatch joins with the local Parent Teachers organiza­ 
tion and all other individuals and organizations in tin' city wel­ 
coming this convention to Brainerd in 1931.

Many old persons are inquiring' about old agr* pensions iii 
Crow Wing county. Swanson, Swanson and Swanson, of this city 
have had 30 or 40 inquiries recently as to what, if any, pension 
system is in effect in Crow Wing county. 
The old age pension law, as passed by the last legislature, 
must be acted on by the various counties to become effective in 
such counties. Chapter 47 of the General Laws of 1929 states that 
the question shall be duly submitted to the legal voters of a county 
at a general election, after a suitable resolution has first been 
adopted by the county board. 
Applications for pensions shall be filed with the district judge 
who when satisfied as to the merits of a case shall issue a certi­ 
ficate. There shall not be paid in excess of $1 per day to an ap­ 
plicant, taking into consideration the circumstances and condi­ 
tions of each case. 
The county board shall appropriate annually an amount suf­ 
ficient to carry out the provisions of the old age pension act. 
Many foreign language periodicals have published statements 
to the effect that Minnesota has an old age pension act. This is 
true, but the act does not become effective until it is adopted by 
a county and provision thus made for the payments of such bene­ 
fits.

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Big Convention Gained for N ex t Year 


One of the biggest conventions in years has been gained for 
Brainerd, to meet here some time in October, 1931, the Minnesota 
Congress of Parents and Teachers. This is a branch of the Na­ 
tional Congress of Parents and Teachers and on Thursday con­ 
cluded its three days session in Minneapolis. The convention 
theme was ‘‘Forward for Child Welfare.” 
Enumerating just a few of the speakers on the program one 
gains an insight of the prominent persons taking part in the de­ 
liberations : 
Mrs. Louis T. deValliere, fourth vice president of the Na 
tional Congress of Parents and Teachers, formerly president of 
the New Jersey Congress. 
Dr. Willis A. Sutton, president of the National Education 
Association, superintendent of Public Schools of Atlanta, Georgia. 
Dr. Sutton writes for many of the leading magazines. 
Dean W. C. Coffey, College of Agriculture, University of 
Minnesota, Chairman, Spiritual Training, M. C. of P. and T. 
Dr. J. M. Artman, general secretary of religious education 
of the United States and Canada. 
Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor of Hygeia and author of “ Medi­ 
cal Follies,” ‘‘New Medical Follies,” “An Hour of Health” and 
editor of Journal of American Medical Association. 
Dr. E. A. Meyerding, executive secretary of the Minnesota 
Public Health Association, formerly head of Division of Health in 
St. Paul Public Schools. 
The convention number, November, 1930, of the ‘‘Minnesota 
Parent Teacher,” official publication of the Minnesota Congress 
of Parents and Teachers was a gala edition of 24 pages and was 
given wide circulation. Flanking a section of the program was 
the column advertisement of the seven Parent Teachers Associa­ 
tions of Brainerd carrying the invitation to hold the 1931 conven­ 
tion in Brainerd. 
The programs are largely educational in their nature. Dele­ 
gates and friends in attendance are earnest minded men and 
womirt, devoted to the cause they represent, and anxious to per­ 
fect themselves in achieving the sense of their slogan, “The Wel­ 
fare of the Child.” 
The attendance has been mounting to higher figures and tin­ 
work of the Parent Teachers Association has been spreading un­ 
til in Minnesota alone there are over 35,000 members. It is be­ 
lieved that because of the central location at Brainerd, the 1931 
convention will bring the largest attendance in the history of the 
association. 
As a result of the decision of the association to come to 
Brainerd, work will be carried on immediately assembling data, 
naming committees and making all possible preparations and ar­ 
rangements for the convention. Brainerd, because of the prom­ 
inence accorded, will be given an immense amount of publicity 
during these arrangements and while the convent ion is being held. 
To give one an idea of local committees named, this year’s 
program at Minneapolis records these committees: General Chair­ 
man, First Vice Chairman, Second Vice Chairman, Exhibits, In­ 
formation, Publicity, Program, Luncheon and Council Dinner, 
Banquet, Registrations, Motor Corps, Hotel and Housing, Meet­ 
ing Places, Transportation, Headquarters, Reception. In addi­ 
tion the official magazine will carry information every issue. 
In her greeting to the Minneapolis convention, Mrs. Austin 
Mendenhall, now Past President of the Minnesota Congress of 
Parents and Teachers, said: “We stand together at the threshold 
of a new year looking into a future never more bright with 
promise. Behind us is rich experience. Ahead, tile goal. A c r o s s 
the threshold into our ever-widening field of opportunity will 
pass a united, purposeful band of workers. Old members, faith­ 
ful and tried, who have labored long and courageously . . . new 
members, interested and enthusiastic, who will carry on the work 
begun. Both are needed . . . the old to counsel and steady the 
ranks; the new to invigorate and energize. 
“A new administration will cross with tile membership. Of­ 
ficers selected because of character, ability and service. True lo 
tradition, the membership of the Minnesota Congress will be 
loyal and true to the new administration, supporting it because 
principle, not personality, will lead. Best wishes to new mem­ 
bers, to new' officers! Before you lies a service to humanity which 
will bless you, as well as those you seek to bless. 
“To the faithful members and officers who have helped with 
steadfast purpose for the past four years, my unspeakable grati­ 
tude. For the privilege of service in an organization of high ideals 
and Worthy objectives; for the opportunity to work side by side 
with those interested in bringing to little children health, hap­ 
piness and a fair chance, I thank you. This experience has brought 
to me greater respect for the thoughts and ability of all our mem­ 
bers, deeper appreciation of their motives and efforts, a larger 
understanding of living, learning and loving. God bless and keep 
the Minnesota Congress.”

M any Inquire About Old Age Pensione 


M a n y old persons are inquiring about old age pensions in 
Crow Wing county. Swanson, Swanson and Swanson, of this city 
have had 30 or 40 inquiries recently as to what, if any, pension 
system is in effect in Crow Wing county. 
The old age pension law, as passed by the last legislature, 
must be acted on by the various counties to become effective in 
such counties. Chapter 47 of the General Laws of 1929 states that 
the question shall be duly submitted to the legal voters of a county 
at a general election, after a suitable resolution has first been 
adopted by the county board. 
Applications for pensions shall be filed with the district judge 
who when satisfied as to the merits of a case shall issue a certi­ 
ficate. There shall not be paid in excess of $1 per day to an ap­ 
plicant, taking into consideration the circumstances and condi­ 
tions of each case. 
The county board shall appropriate annually an amount suf­ 
ficient to carry out the provisions of the old age pension act. 
Many foreign language periodicals have published statements 
to the effect that Minnesota has an old age pension act. This is 
true, but the act does not become effective until it is adopted by 
a county and provision thus made for the payments of such bene­ 
fits.

In a short time he come* to a safe 
landing, with no other means of 
judging his bearings or his alti­ 
tude than the radio. 
This method eliminating os it 
does the danger* of a blind land­ 
ing, i* one of the gre: test contri­ 
butions that has been made to­ 
ward the safety of commercial 
airplane traffic. 
Passenger planes 
are now :»o designed and operated 
that there is very little that can 
happen to them en route. 
The 
take off involve* little chance of 
misshap, and the landing is ordi­ 
narily equally as safe. But in bad 
weather, if the pilot cannot see 
clearly, landing presents a serious 
problem. Thank* to the radio, this 
problem will soon be eliminated. 
The many improvements in avi­ 
ation are making flying as safe as, 
or safer than automobiling. Many 
a man is farther from danger 
when riding in a licensed radio 
equipped airplane than in driving 
his own car.

Planes 
using this system are not only en­ 
abled to steer a straig h t course to 
the landing field but » y come to 
earth 
safely 
through 
fogs 
or 
storm s th a t m ake it impossible to 
see the ground. 
Aid to Saf ty 
So autom atically does the sys­ 
tem work th a t the aviator has b u t 
to w atch certain indicators an d 
o p era te his controls accordingly. 
In a short tim e he comes to a safe 
landing, with no other m eans of 
ju d g in g his bearings or his alti­ 
tu d e than tho radio. 
This m ethod elim inating as it 
does the dangers of a blind land­ 
ing, is one of the grer test contri­ 
butions th a t has been m ade to­ 
w ard the safety of com m ercial 
airplane traffic. 
Passenger planes 
are now no designed and operated 
th a t there is very little th a t can 
happen to them en route. 
The 
take off involves little chance of 
misshap, and the landing is ordi­ 
narily equally as safe. B ut in bad 
w eather, if the pilot cannot see 
clearly, landing presents a serious 
problem.

M any 
a m an is fa rth e r from d an g er 
when riding in a licensed radio 
equipped airplane than in driving 
his own car.

The term balance in a ration Is used 
to mean rite proper proportion of the 
nutrients 
The nutrients are needed 
for special purposes arid In definite 
amounts. 
Young 
pasture 
grass 
is 
practically a balanced ration for milk 
production, but as t tie grass matures 
the proportion of protein decreases. 
and as a consequence Hie balance Is 
lost.. 
A cow In milk needs a ration con 
tabling from 15 to 25 tier cent of di 
gestilde protein. 
If there Is too small 
a proportion, either the protein nt ihe 
body tissues Is drawn upon to supply 
protein for the milk or some of the 
carbohydrates aud fat 
which would 
otherwise he used for milk production 
must go toward rite construction of 
boily tissues. 
<»n the other hand, an 
excess of protein tuts no more value 
than the same amount of carbohy 
Crates, and since protein is usually 
t h e ’most expensive constituent of the 
ration it is a wasteful practice to feed 
more than is needed.

Is 70 per cent water and her mill: is 
87 tier cent water. 
To supply the 
needs for all this water the dairyman 
must see to it that the cow drinks 
large quantities and Die only way to 
get her to do this is hy wanning the 
w ater In the winter time and giving 
her an adequate amount of salt. 
Too 
much salt should he avoided, hut free 
access should always he had to salt 
and in addition It Is well lo feed a lit­ 
tle In the grain mixture. 
Large quantities of water with the 
chill taken off will greatly old milk 
flow and water Is the cheapest “feed” 
available. 
Whenever the wafer is not 
naturally warm, a tank heater Is about 
the best 
buy that 
a dairyman can 
I make.
